Cinematic tberapy 


Janet Jackson works 
through personal trauma 
in new Tyler Perry movie

NEW YORK Janet Jackson’s meaty role in Ty- 
ler Perry’s “Why Did I Get Married Too?” is 
the stuff actors would kill for. But the truth 
is Jackson is doing more reacting than acting 
in the sequel to Perry’s 2007 film about the 
complex relationships between four couples 
that get together once a year to discuss love 
and marriage. 

As an actress, Jackson had to dramatically 
go where she’s never gone before. And a lot of 
the emotion you’ll see on screen was fueled 
by events in her private life— most notably 
the passing of her brother, Michael, who died 
during the filming of “Too,” and the breakup 
of her longtime relationship with music mo- 
gul Jermaine Dupri. 

“It was very cathartic to work through 
those scenes,” Jackson told RedEye during 
an interview in her hotel suite. “It was nice. 
I needed it. It came at the right time. I really 
needed it. I was very happy that [Perry] gave 
it to me at that point for sure. I loved the fact 
that she got to express herself in such great 
lengths. After reading the script and then go- 
ing through what had happened in my own 
family I was really thankful for the opportu- 
nity to completely let go of some things, to 
just unleash.” 

Jackson’s character, Patricia, is a psycholo- 
gist and best-selling author who appears to 
have a model marriage with her husband, 
Gavin (Malik Yoba). In “Too,” which hit the- 
aters Friday, Patricia is forced to deal with 
the pain of losing a child and the effect that 
trauma has had on her marriage. 

Jackson’s favorite scene in the movie is 
when she releases those frustrations by 
smashing her glass furniture. 

“Bashing up that stuff with the golf club, I 
enjoyed that,” Jackson said. “I really enjoyed 
that. I thank Tyler for writing her that way 
because I think it will catch people off-guard. 
I thank him for letting me take her to a com- 
pletely different place.” 

The cast also helped Jackson through the 
pain of losing her brother. 

“We were there for whatever she needed,” 
co-star Jill Scott said. 

When news of Michael’s death reached the

set June 25, Perry shut down production and 
flew to California to support the Jacksons. 

“Tyler has created such a family” Jackson 
said. At 43, Jackson feels she is evolving both 
as an artist and a woman. 

“Too” is her fourth feature film and the 
previous three— “Poetic Justice,” “Nutty Pro- 
fessor II: The Klumps” and “Why Did I Get 
Married?” all won their opening weekends at 
the box office. Musically the Grammy-win- 


ning singer was one of the top-selling artists in 
the ’90s and has recorded 10 albums. She co- 
wrote and produced her latest track, “Noth- 
ing,” with Dupri. It’s on the “Too” soundtrack 
and was influenced by the film’s script. 

“I love what I do,” she said. “I don’t ever 
want to give up my music. Acting is such a 
challenge for me and it was my first passion 
and I’m just now starting to dive into it the 
way I’ve wanted to all my life. I let the music 
kind of take over. It’s important to me to con- 
tinue and evolve and to do more in film and 
music and explore different types of music.” 

Jackson describes her personal life as “a 
work in progress.” 

“I don’t ever want to stop evolving,” she 
said. “I think when you stop at something, 
something is extremely wrong. You should 
always be working on yourself in some way to 
better yourself”

Check allergies 
at the door 

Situation: How do I Improve Indoor air quality? 

Solution: Keep It clean and Invest In allergenproof solutions. 

Spring is here, and so are seasonal allergies in all their sneezy, itchy, 
watery glory While there’s not much you can do about airborne aller- 
gens outdoors, you do have some control over your home. According 
to the EPA, “a growing body of scientific evidence” indicates that 
indoor air is more polluted than outdoor air— even in industrialized 
cities such as Chicago. Whether or not you have allergies, these solu- 
tions can help improve the air quality in your space. 

stop it at the door 

Shoes track a lot of dirt and dust into the home, so it helps to have a 
spot just outside the front door where you can remove them. If you 
have a pet, try to keep it out of the bedroom and don’t let it sleep on 
the bed. Carpets are huge dust-trappers, so keep rugs to a minimum 
(if you can’t, make sure to vacuxxm regularly and avoid thick-pile rugs) 
and don’t store firewood indoors. 

Keep your home clean 

According to National Geographic’s Green Guide, cleaners that in- 
clude chemical irritants acttxally can exacerbate asthma and allergies. 
Use green cleaners such as vinegar, lemon juice and hot soapy water to 
wipe down kitchen surfaces daily A garbage can with a pest-proof lid 
is a good investment. It also helps to take out the garbage and recy- 
cling regularly If you have severe allergies and your home is carpeted, 
think about buying a high-quality HEPA (high efficiency particulate 
absorbing) vacuum, which includes a type of filter required by the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention to remove at least 99.97 
percent of airborne particles. 


Consider an air purifier 

Non-HEPAair purifiers can emit ozone, degrading your indoor air 
quality, so it’s important to look for an air cleaner with a HEPA filter. 

Clean Air Delivery Rate also is key because it measures 
the amount of air moving through the filter— the 
greater the CADR, the larger the space the air puri- 
fier can effectively clean. Good air purifiers have 
a sturdy frame with top or side vents (downward 
facing vents just direct air toward the floor, stirring 
up more dust). Expect to pay at least a few hundred 
dollars for a high-quality filter. I’ve used the Austin 
Air HealthMate Jr. ($340, left, at austinair.com) with 
good results. 

Dustproof your mattress 

Microscopic dust mites usually aren’t harmful to humans, 
but people with dust allergies are sensitive to them. They feed on 
dead skin cells and prefer warmth, darkness and high humidity, which 
makes them fond of mattresses, pillows and bedding. Mission Allergy 
(missionaiiergy.com) sells microfiber covers, starting around $50, 
which create a mite-free barrier between your skin and the mattress. 





Talk to your doctor 

According to the US. Department of Health, airborne allergens affect 
more than 35 million Americans. Many people require medication or 
immunotherapy, in addition to home allergy proofing, to minimize 
their reactions. These steps alone won’t treat your allergies, but they’re 
a significant part of a program you can develop with your doctor.

Um, no thanks 

Health advocates hope calorie revelations aiter eating habits

Will a national requirement for chain restau- 
rants to post calorie counts sound the death 
knell for bacon cheeseburgers and double- 
chocolate doughnuts? 

The calorie-posting mandate, signed into 
law by President Obama as part of the health 
care overhaul, assumes diners will feel the 
culinary equivalent of sticker shock when 
confronted with calorie counts for greasy 
sugary and fatty foods. 

Anti-obesity advocates also hope that 
forcing restaurants to reveal calorie counts 
will coax the chains to offer healthier 
options. 

Early studies do show some modest 
changes in consumer behavior in New Tbrk 
City, which enacted its pioneering calorie-

boards and drive-thrus. The Food and Drug 
Administration will have a year to write the 
new rules, which will supersede local laws. 

posting law in 2008. But whether the mea- 
sure also is pushing healthier items onto 
menus is less clear. 

Researchers at the Stanford Graduate 
School of Business found that calorie post- 
ings in New Yoik City Starbucks led to a 
6 percent reduction in calories per transac- 
tion. Brian Elbel of New Tbrk University’s 
School of Medicine found about one in four 


New York City customers who noticed the 
calorie labels said it influenced their choices, 
though his study didn’t detect people actu- 
ally purchasing fewer calories. 

People eating fast-food lunches earlier this 
week at chain shops in Albany N.Y., seemed 
indifferent to the calorie numbers now post- 
ed on menu boards. 

“I noticed it, but I ignored it,” said Stacy 
Rijssenbeek, who shared a 12-inch spicy Ital- 
ian Subway sub with her mother. “It’s all a bit 
overwhelming. I’U have to get used to it.” 

Over at McDonald’s, Sean Ryan said he 
didn’t even notice the calorie numbers as he 
ate his Chicken McNuggets. 

“I exercise,” he said. “It doesn’t really 
bother me. I only eat at McDonald’s when 
I’m too lazy to pack a lunch.” 


Celebrities go 
coconuts over 
tropicai water

BERKELEY, Calif. Here’s something that could 
make Gilligan and the Skipper smile. Coco- 
nut water is making a splash in the beverage 
market, touted by manufacturers and fans as 
the healthy way to hydrate. 

“It’s an exciting category right now,” says 
Arthur Gallego, spokesman for Vita Coco, 
which recently got an endorsement from 
none other than Madonna. 

Coconut water— the liquid found in green, 
i.e. young, coconuts— has been popular in 
tropical countries ever since someone flgured 
out how to crack that nut. And it’s been avail- 
able in packaged form in ethnic markets and 
natural food stores for some time in the U.S. 

But now it’s showing up in mainstream su- 
permarkets, packaged in juice-box style pack- 
ages and coming in an array of flavors, such as 
peach-mango and tangerine. 

“What is incredible to see is that the con- 
sumption of coconut water has trickled 
down from the natural food stores to the 
mainstream,” says Rodrigo Veloso, founder 
and CEO of Los Angeles-based O.N.E., One 
Natural Experience, makers of O.N.E. Coco- 
nut Water. 

Besides Madonna, Matthew McConaughey 
and Demi Moore invested in Vita Coco, which 
was founded in 2004 and saw sales jump from 
about $4 million in 2007 to $20 million in 
2009, according to Gallego. Meanwhile, Pepsi 
has invested in O.N.E. A third company in the 
market is Zico, founded in 2004.
